Another Viotoiy Over the Obatrtiotlvea 

Had> R'strange'r picked up the organ of tlie 
have obstractivea yesterday, he might imn- 
giae the combiiintioii editors, Fraaer, Helmc- 
ken, Gary and Co., were all serene, and thai 
lliB (Jebale on Thursday (reported elsewhere 
ill o\ii lo-daj's issue) had been exactly the 
thing they wanted. But those conversant 
with what occLiired at the debalp, only 
threw down the .iheel in profound disgust, 
ami asked what next wiU this presumptuous 
concern print forn^irutb ?' VVhy they were 
defei^ted.root and horse, and the coinmnn- 
der compelled to eat his own words. The 
very \ror(l« used in debate on April 25th, 
Mr.'Cary swallowed. He would " not smell 
one of the accounts." He would not " med- 
dle" with them. This colony had nothing; 
to do with them. In his estimation it w uld 
be our ruin even to look at t!iem. And yet 
the aslouiKliiii; puit of it was thai the minis- 
ter on whoin rusletl the dignity ol prime 
minister, fur .-scarcely an hour before he was 
defeated, finding; his case hopeless, turns 
round and bntji^od for quarter by seconding 
the aniendnient of Mr. Coles with whiuh 
Major Fodler concurred, and which only 
gived more dufiiittely what was first asked. 
Thus' he ileseried the goVerraental policy 
aiid'tendeted the siibmission (if the rank 
and file to that old war-horse of the reform 
party Major Fo.ster. Before Mr. Cary how- 
ever seconded the nmendment, an attempt 
was made by ttie Speaker to rule out the 
vote of reconsideration as unparliamentary, 
stating that there was no precedent for it, 
when ha had in the last Assembly admitted 
it, aiul on one occasion, contrary to custom, 
ruleil that ouly a minority could move /ur a 
vote ol reconsideration. This however was 
only another somersaalt, lately very 
oommbn in the'ranlcs of the obstructives. 
Seeing lliie determined stand of the reform 
members he dare not allow an appeal from 
Ihe Chair to the House; and the leadei of the 
obslruotires seeing the day was lost, made 
a'rirtue ol necessity and surrendered haa 
and baggage; but even then he received 
many wounds from the sbarp-shoolers of 
Foster, Cr.ase, VVaddington, Cooper and 
Coles, before the articles of capitulation 
were recorded in the journals of the House. 
The results of the victory are aln.'aily seen 
in the oriran. "His E.tcellency will seek 
other adviset.s," if those inirustod with his 
measuiHs do not succeed. This may mean 
that Mr. Cary is to be thrown ovnrboaid ; or 
that a dissolution of the House woiild follow. 
The sooner the first is done the better ; and 
as for the second no doubt exists but the ob- 
structives would be without a supporter in 
the .Text House if that look place. But one 
curious admission is worthy of particular 
note. The organ admits for the first time 
thai nine-tenths of the proceeds of the sale 
of Victoria town lots are due to the colony. 
That is victory on victory. When we first 
claimed it, the government party ridiculed 
llieidea; treated it as impossible; and fit 
only to bs believed by those who believed 
in till! e\ i.iteiico of an unicorn, or that fabu- 
lous Yankee animal the guyascutu.s. We 
shall now take good care to hold them to 
their admission. We do not conclude as 
the organ wishes it to be understood that 
the nine-tenths will be taken in abatement 
of the debt due to the Hudson Bay Compa- 
ny. For we contend there is no debt due 
it. But that a l.irgo debt is (!i;e to the colo- 
ny. And if the Coles amendment is follow- 
ed up as a good general follows up a victory, 
these nine-totilhs will save the imposition 
of taves, e.xcopt I'or municipal purposes, for 
years to coino. Hut the organ is anxious to 
wait for the overplus if any. Not at all. 
The time is now, Escape taxes. Save the 
pionuer from heavy public burdens. As we 
invite free goods by free potts; so invite a 
free population by freedom from taxes. Al- 
low the present time to pass, and thn Pur 
Trade branch of the Hudson Bay Company, 
retired Chief Factors and all, who are so 
much interested in the lot dividend, will 
find ample means to get the lion's sliare, 
and then the colony may whistle for- its 
dividend. 

The fear-stricken pen that made the ail-, 
mission that nirio-tcnllis of the sales — some 
S300,onO, besides the property still unsold, 
worth as much more — may have done it in 
order to temporize, by throwing it out as a 
bait to urge on the e,stimate8. But not 
tax should be levied (except by incorporat- 
ing Vicioriu, and thus relieving the commu- 
nity fiom many voluntary taxes that fall on 
^ fewj till investigation goes to the bed- 
rt<>k|o^'«U|r.yJffii^^^^ ,||^e cotnor-stone 



of our political edifice v.iiere neither artifice 
nor interest can disturb it,^ The sympathy 
sought on the ground of obstructing the gov- 
ernment, by not voting the estimates, is an 
Ignis faluus. No fear of it coming to a dead 
look. If|the bompar.y's grant is actually 
revoked, then the company is not liable for 
our support. But if it has not been fevokeil, 
then it is still liable, for the ordinary ex- 
pcnse.s ; and all the government has to 'io 
is to demand die same. If the Home Gov- 
ernment has rulieved the company from its 
responsibility, then the Home Government 
is liable to support the Civil List-; and drafts 
may just as well be drawn by this colony as 
by British Columbia, on the Imperial Treas- 
ury; and they are just as likely to be hon- 
ored. The bug-bear that the delay of a 
session for information on all our afiairs 
from England, would produc'e disastrous 
consequences, is puerile special pleading. 
For there is more work to do now — leaving 
the estimates out ol the account — than can 
bi! (lone ill two years. But why did the 
adniinistraliuii postpone till this lute day 
the estimates ! If the grant was revoked 
last May, certainly nine rnonllis to a yi'ar is 
along time to go without estimates; and 
yet matters have reached such a crisis, that 
the government will come to a dead lock if 
it waits three tnonths longer! Nonsense. 
The^ whole secret is, that any, attempt to 
cleanse the Augean stable is feared; and 
everything will be done to avoid it, because 
" The Fur Trade town lot dividends" are 
divided here. 

Those who are afraid of the government 
coming to a dead lock if the estimates are 
not voted, belter reail the estimates laid be- 
fore the House. All they ask the House to 
provide, in order to meel the e.vpenses for 
18()0, is X-2,o'3'J (J 1 ; ami for the want of this 
small pittance, we are threatened with a 
dead lock, the Post Odice closed, Gary & 
Co. turned out, a dissolution of the Assem- 
biy, and what not 1 In order to meet this 
petty sum, that could be borrowed in two 
hours, all investigation must be voted down 1 
If a true statement of the estimates has 
been laid before the House, we have no 
reason to stop in making a searching in- 
vestigation into our afiaii.s; and but little 
fear of the Home Government, or the com- 
pany either, being called on for ttuich. If a 
false statement has been made, let the gnv- 
ernrnerit take the coiiseciuenees. But of 
needy and hungry oflice-seekers on one 
side, and local Fur Trade dividends on the 
other, beware. 



N.iNAiMO. — AVe learn that B. W. Penrse, 
Esq., Acting Colonial Surveyor, has liecn 

ordered to Nnnaimo to lay out ntown adjuin- 
ing the 0103 acres of land belonging to the 
Hudson Bay Company, iiiid scpaiiued Inini 
the present town by iMill Creek. The land 
is excellent where the site of the now town 
is proposed to be located, and possesses many 
attriictions for those dcsiroiis of procuring a 
rural liunie. 

The repni-t in elrrulatlnii that the iigeiits 
of the eompiuiy hud .sold Int.s and then re- 
fiindod the inoiiey_ is .said to lie true ; and 
that the feudal lords who nilo that ,-^ei-ti(iii cpf 
the eidony do just about as thi^y ]ih'ase. A\'e 
reeoninieiid the Legislature to tiii-n their at- 
tention' without, delay to the cnin|iany's land 
claims in that quarter, and not siifTer to be 
withheld from public sale the 6193 acres that 
they have purchased of themselves in that 
quarter. The sale is not made in the colo- 
nial books to the Nonnlmo Coal Company, 
but to the Governor and Adventurers of 
England trading into Hudson's Bay. Kvor 
since the claim was taken up, their operatives 
have boon refused land there, and nuw, after 
being ,-;i,.d aii'! paid for, they are not alloweii 
to gel it. View it in any light you plea-e, 
there is only one result, aiul that is that the 
Company, b}' eliiiniing the towii'-ihip of Na- 
naiino as their private property, are directly 
violating the letter and ,--iiirit of the grant. 
And tlio Legislature that «its tamely by and 
Kubinila toit, are neither oourting the sup- 
port nor the confidence of, a free peoido. It 
is idle, to 4,tiia^iii^ that because the Assembly 
are not empowered to sell tho lands that they 
have no right to see that they are disposed of 
in accordance with the grant. As the grand 
inquest of the colony, tiio Legislature lias 
tho entire supervision overall our alfuirs, — 
and failing to c.terciso that right tbey fail to 
do their duty. Nanainio township iy, with 
tbo e,viMjptiun of \'ii,'torin, the most valuable 
township in the eolony, iiiiil with a view of 
providing means to «iip[)urt the government, 
liny nogleet to.makc it nvail.'ihlo to that [lur- 
poso would b'e a palpable derolictiou of a 
public diity^ ' A word to the wise is suffi- 
eicnt.

House of Assembly. 

'J'HcusnAY, Mny 4, 18G0. 

Tlie Ilnuso met at a quarter p:ist three o'clock, 
rrcsetit— Speaker Uelmekeii in the chair, iird 
Messrs. Crease, Coles, CJooper, Gary, Soiilhgate, 
Fruiiklin, Gri:c!io, McDoiuilil, ■Waddiiigtuii, pos- 
ter, Tolmie, nnd Gordon. 

Mnjor Foster's resolution to nsk the Governor 
for actiounts between the Home Oovernincnt and 
tlic IIudiionBay Company, .was t^ikea up. 

Tlie Speakerliai^ that' that he bad 'come to tlie 
conclusion that the reconsideration of Mr. 
Foster's resolution was not l'arliumc;.t;ry, and 
read extructa from the Manual to oupport h s 
position. 

Mr. Crease had always understood that if mem- 
bers of Parliament voting with the majority wished 
a reconsideration, it was proper for the' House to 
grant it. 

Mr. Waddington thought the Speaker was car- 
rying matters too far ; ns \o>\^ as a I3ill had not 
passed, it was proper to reconsider nny clause that 
conflicted with another. 

Mr. Gary called the hon.^gentleman to order, 
and hoped n long discussion on this unimportant 
matter would not be allowed. 

Mr. Waddington— If this thing is allowed, the 
Speaker has power to close a debate whenever he 
chooses. 'I'liu question is still pending, and con- 
sequently cmi be reconsidered. 

Mr. Foster — If the Chair does not support tha 
reconsideration. I shall t^ike the souse of the 
House ; the time fur rai.siiig tlio objection was 
when the motion to reconsider was ollcreil, and if 
the House does not support mo, I sliall use a mem- 
bers privilege and withdraw the resolution, record 
a prot'e^t'upon the journals of the House and bring 
the motion forward at some other time. 

Mr. Gordon — The word " reconsider" was never 
ujed 'oy Mi'. Cooper in niaking his motion. ■ 

IMr. Cooper — Why, that is the word upon which 
the whole matter hinged. How could Iget a re- 
cunsidenition, if I had not used the word? 

Mr. Speaker— Well, you allseem'iri favor of a 
recoiisideratiiiti. Go on. 

Mr. Coles arose, and after staling his concur- 
rence with the resolution of Mr. Foster, .stated that 
he should alter the following as iiii amemliiiont; 

That His Excellency the Governor bo respecir 
^uUy prayed to inform this House wlictlier ttio 
Home Government had assumed its proprietorship 
of this Island, and cancelled the Hudson I3nv 
Company's grant in this colony ; / whether this 
colony is under any liabilities, and if so to whom ; 
what those liabilities are ? and to furnish to this 
House the uccouutu, setting foith such liabilities 
in detail. 

Mr. dry [quickly]— I beg to se. oiid that amend- 
ment. 

Mr. Crease — At the meeting before the last I con- 
tr.adieteda statement which lell from the hon. gen- 
tlemen from Victoria [.Mr. Cary's] lips — lo liie 
etfect that when the civil list was granted, the 
lands would be turned over for the uso of llio 
colony, 08 the hon. member, attempted to set me 
right in regard to the matter, in reply to a remark 
of mine, but— i ■ . ; /. • 

The Spealter— I call the hon. gentleman to 
order; he is not speaking to the question. 

Mr. Crease — I merely wish to give Mr. Gary an 
opportunity to consider the statement which had 
been heard by every member present, and also ap- 
peared in the Culo.nist. 

The Speaker — This matter was all settled at the 
last meeting and it.s discussion at present is out 
of order. 

Mr. Foster — AVith the amendment from the hon. 
member from Saanich [Mr. Co!c=.l I pirl'eeUy 
agree in every respect. The Attorney General 
hog used expressions in regard to the Iludso.i 
Bay Company's accounts with the Imperial Gov- 
ernment which he had no right to use. Such re- 
marks us refusing to sntell bits of pai er etc., were 
highly improper .as applitd to such documents. 
I have not ado 'ted any modern or ungentlemenly 
mode of proceedtire in asking for these accounts. 
Why those terms should have been laid at my 
door, I c umot tell. With regard to the riuestion 
itself, it lies before lis in the luosl precise terms pos- 
sible, and I hope the Ili)u;,e will adopt it. There 
is tiic greatest necessity 10 look into these matters 
before the House ns ders the estimates. There 
is no provision in the H. 1). Company's grant 
whereby the company may throw oil' "its grant 
without permission from the Home GoverniiR nt. 
Before tlie accoants asked for are rendcrc<l, we 
cannot conclude our labors upon many Important 
subjects to be laid before the House. Therespon- 
siljle position this Parliament holds towards the 
Colony and the Home Government, (leri.ands a 
rendering of the accounl.s. Most decidedly, if we 
were to go on and vole sums of monev, siipiilics, 
etc., witiiiiut knowing liow matters had gone be- 
fore >ve look the helm, the eouiilry would lie jiis- 
tihcd in saying tliat we were the blindest set of 
men ever assembled together. We have not the 
slightest inforniaiioii belbre ns. Are we sure the 
Home Government will receive in tatn the H. 1). 
Co.'s accounts before receiving some inlorniailoii 
from this House [jiear, hear.J Thi.s is asubject 
If hioh touches every, member ot this House. Any 
person judginR this Parliament rightly or justly 
(if we shrunk Ironi inf|uiring into the affairs, nnd 
went on with ilie i-;stiniates,) would say, " Why. 
they are a most daring set of fellows; they have 
taken all the liabilities of the country upon their 
own shoulders." The ILuue Government would 
sav, " V«u have never a.sked lor any information 
on the .subject, and since you have gone so far, 
get through the latter part'of the business as well 
ns you can.'- I don't imagine that there are any 
great " state secrets" in this eolonv, nor any great 
foreign political policy, coiu eeted with the (inv- 
ernment. The Home Ooverninciit cvpects the 
Governor will give us the information re<iuired. I 
trust no difflculty will arise, and if the information 
we seek is not in this Colony, it must be sent for ; 
it must be brought here. 

Mr. Gary — In seconding the amendment I 
thought I was Boennding a iiiution which was the 
almost unanimous opi.iion if the House. It will 
not do for me to take upon myself the task of de- 
fending myself against the accusations which have 
been made of "quibbling," etc. The accounts 
we have not got, and we are not bound to define 
precisely the debtor or creditor aeoount.s betwei'ii 
two persons with wnom we are not aeiinainted. 
It is too l idiculous. It is quite natural that wo 
should wish to look into the state of ad'.iirs of the 
Colony before this period. The grant of lands lo 
the Company was a transfer oi the p: oprietory 
rights of the Home Govornraent,.wlth a clause 
allowing the latter to resume possessioii of the 
lands. Sliould the Home Qovcrnmont say to us, 
"Take those laiula and pay olF the claims of the 
H. 13. Co." we should bo very apt to repi ,•, " You 
have made a bad bargain, and now wish' to shift 
the responsibility to m." But when we do take a 
step to understand what our- alfairs are, we do a 
very rational thing. Wc have received — (I hope 
the hon. jjentleman [Mr. Crease] will pay particu- 
lar attention to what I say — he has misunderstood 
me before, and may again) — 
Mr. Crease — I will, for I have my doubts. 
Mr. Cary— You will find that information has 
betmtHeeived from home' to the effect that the ac- 
counts between the Home Oovernmont and thu If. 
B. Co, are still under consideration. It is on tlio 
books of this llouss that you have written humo 
that an inquiry might be made into these very ac- 
counts, and the reply was, the Home Qovernment 
does not require the intervention of this, ^'oiVern- 
raeiit in the aettlomentof it.s accounts, "yoif will also 
find that you must provide for your own expenses 
like any other Urllish Colony. But you will 7wt 
find that the Homo Government requires u.s to 
assume its liabilities to the II. I). Co. The Home 
Government and the latter arc at variance with 
regard to these accounts ; but wo have never yet 
been asked for any information with regard to the 
aifoir^. y^ yr^i quite. surprised to hear the persomil 
remuks wbleb.fell from the lips of the hon. gen- 
tleman 'who 'has jprec^ded mo, but admire the 
lovely, charming dIspoUtion with which ho stands 
forth B8 a ohsmpioil Ini'akYeiibe of his country. 
(Mr. OBry hcro.URod someCBaroRttie '*rid personal 



remarks regarding the gentleman from Lake Dis- 
trict, which our re|)i;rler could not catch,] lie 
[Mr. Foster] has miule the a.sjertiouin debate that 
the Civil List must bo paused. 

Mr. Foster— No, no; never. 

Mr. Coles — However inexperienced I may be in 
such matters, it strikes me thiit the remarks of Mr. 
Gary are at least unparliamentary. 

Jlr. Waddington— Is noisy clamor and personal 
abuse to characteriae the ministerial communica- 
tions from the governor to this House f I regret 
to hear laugnago used by the Atlornov General 
which might be very proper while aildressing a 
jietit jury, but Is entirely out of place here. The 
Governor informed a depuialioii of which I was a 
member, last July that the lands were still in 
the possession of the Hudson Day Company; the 
Opening Speech and tht^ Stamp Coriespoiideiicc 
state the same thing. \Ve aro told that the hon. 
member never attempted to prevent a reconsidera- 
tion. Did not Mr. Gary brini; forward a resolution 
to t.ike U[i ihe Estimates on Wednesday, in order 
to stave ulf the reconsideration of Mr. Foster's res- 
olution ? 

Mr. Crease — Mr. Speaker, I have great pleasure 
in giving support to the amendment; it should 
have preceeded the (u-iginal resolution. Wc 
shoiiUl certainly know how wo stand before we 
go into further e.tpenditurc. The Alloiney 
General has made himself very facetious anil 
amusing in his remarks directed towards the 
member from the Lake Distiiet; but I remem- 
ber distinctly, and the words arc still ringing 
in iny .fars, that tlie hon. member made the asser- 
tion that when the Civil List was granted, the 
lands would be given over to the colony. 

Mr. Cary— One nictnber sayt I said one thing 
and several others he..rd me say something entire- 
ly dilfererit. If I did make siieh a statement, I 
iiever meant it, 

Mr. Crease— Very well, then I have nothing 
more to say on Ihe subject ; but I eaiiiiol give thu 
hen. member eredil for hii elfurts to slifle di.sciis- 
sioii on .Mr. Foster's resolution. If His l'',XLelleii- 
cy will not give us the necessary information, wc 
should apply for inl'ormalioii lo higher quarters. 
Kvery member should emleiivor, irrespective of 
party, to settle Ihe matter. 

Mr. Cooper— The subject now before ut involves 
the serious consideration of the House,, and it is 
our duty to ascertain the nature of the debtor and 
creditor account between the Government and tlio 
Hudson Hay Company. It will be fodv to lell us 
that we have noilmig 'id do « iili the linal settle- 
ment, and it will bo liillieul^ to convince ihe peo- 
ple of this colony iluit their interests aro not 
^ cnmliiiied with it. l)iiulMle.s< the Hudson Bay

Oil Fmiay morning last, on her way from 
Port Ludlow to this port, the siihoonBr , H. 
C. Page encountered the heavy southwest 
gale then blowing, and when sbptiit' four 
miles southeast of Trial Island, got into a 
tide-rip, shifted her deck load and soon 
after filled wilh water and capsized. She 
lay on her beam ends for about five hours, 
whentlie ileck lont! having gradually washed 
off, Captain Oherg cut the lanyards of the 
fore-rigj,'iii^', the foremast v. unt uvei board and 
she righted ; .she drifled ashore on Satiinlay 
niorniiig, on Whidby I.sjand, about two miles 
south of Deception Passage. Caotain Oberg 
and the crew.were thirty-six hours on the 
wreck withdatleatiiig, nntl nearly perished ; 
some of them being unable to walk when 
they gol'on shore. The Page is owned by 
J. G. Jackson. Esq., of this town. ,<She bad 
a cargo of -10,000 feel of lumber on board at 
the time of the accident, 27,000 feet of 
which was lost.
